DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 


Canton, - Dee. 20. 

From an official source, the 
Telegraph learns that women 
and children residing in the 
British and French Concessions 
at Shameen, Canton, have been 
warned by the Consulates to 
hold themselves in readiness to 
evacuate to Hongkong at 
minute’s notice, 

This step bas been taken purely 
as a precautionary measure, in view 
of the possibllity that Canton may be 
brought into the zone of, military 
operations. é 

It is understood that plans for 
evacuation have already been pre- 
pared by the British Consular au- 
thoritles in Canton, {n° conjunctlon 
with Naval authorities. : 

It Is emphasised, however, that 
there will be no question of evacua- 
tlon unless It appears certain that 
British lives oat Shameen are likely 
to be endangered by inilitary, naval 
or aerial operations. 

The British Consul-General in 
Canton, Mr. A. P. Blunt, ts arriving 
in Hongkong this morning to confer 
with His Excellency the Governor, 
it is understood. He will probably 
return to Canton this evening or to- 
morrow.—Speelal. .

HONGKONG MUST 
GUARD ESSENTIAL 
SERVICE 


The Government of Hongkong 
is to be congratulated upon its 
decision to lay down in the near 
future two 21-inch trans-harbour 
pipelines, instead of the 18-inch 
line recommended in the recent 
Report on the Water Supply. 
Provision for an adequate water 
supply for this growing Colony 
is one of the essentials in any 
Government programme of de- 
velopment, though. water is an 
element not always interesting 
to the public, Man, generally 
speaking,’ is more concerned 
with his food. But a moment's 
reflection wilf show that water 
is the most vital necessity in 
life. We take it too much: for 
granted, There are complaints 
enough if the supply is cut off 
even for a few hours, and al- 
though Hongkong is no stranger 
to the idea of rationing it would 
commence to feel uncomfortable 
if-the-hours-of-supply-were-cut: 
to, say, four or five. throughout 
the day. Such a condition of 
affairs is not by any means im- 
possible. Hongkong’s own re- 
servoirs are far from adequate 
for supplying the needs of the 
Island. And ina year of. late or 
little rain, Hongkong woult be 
a dry spot indced were it not for 
the supply available from Kow- 
loon’s usually well-filled lakes. 

Examination by-diver of the 
water pipes across the harbour 
early this year revealed that 
the 12-inch line laid in 1929-380 
had corroded badly. The report 
leads to the belief that the pipe 
is considered to have de- 
teriorated to a dangerous extent. 
In the 18-inch main serious 
corrosion has also occurred. 
Moreover, there is: considerable 
doubt that pipe of this load is 
adequate for the needs of the. 
immediate future. In any event, 
the decision {to construct two 
21-inch lines is welcome; for it 
not only assures the Island of a 
volume of water sufficient for 
its needs but,.in the event of 
damage to one of the pipes, 
would prevent any real hardship, 

These pipe lines form a vulner- 
able section of the Island's lines 
of communication, {it is re- 
cognised, It is not necessary to 
stress here the necessity of 
adcquate: water supply for the 
preservation of the health, in- 
deed the life, of the Colony. 
Since Hongkong’s defences at 
this time are 2 matter of in- 
terest to everyone, it is gratify- 
ing to know that with the com- 
pletion of the proposed new 
mains the Island’s supplies are 
doubly secure, But there is also 
a problem in the protection of 
the source of supply. Such 
preat engincering works as the 
Shing Mun Dam offer an excep- 
tionally fine target to anyone 
bent upon the destruction of this 
Colony or the procuring of sur- 
render. How better’ could an

New Naval Programme 


Washington, Dee. 1D. 

The new naval programme has 
been sent to the Appropriations Sub- 
Committee which Is already henring 
the testimony of naval experts. It is 
understood the naval authorities have 
npproved of the programme. 

Congress leaders are of the opinion 
that the House will be rendy to give 
consideralion to the programme early 
in January and they also predict that 
the aporopriations will be passed aa 
n result of increasing public senti- 
ment In favour of 2 stronger defence. 
It is also indicated that President 
Roosevelt will again request a 
buon dollars defence appropriation 
in January. 

The naval construction programme 
includes two light cruisers, six sub- 
marines, cight destroyers, and four 
auxiliarits. It is learned that the 
measure will expand the current fiscal 
gpproprintlons te $136,000,000 for new 
construction,

cognised, It is not necessary to 
stress here the necessity of 
adequate water supply for the 
preservation of the health, in- 
deed the life, of the Colony. 
Since Hongkong’s defences at 
this time are 2 matter of in- 
terest to everyone, it Is gratify- 
ing to know that with the com- 
pletion of the proposed new 
mains the Island’s supplies are 
doubly secure..

Such 
great engineering works as the 
Shing Mun Dam offer an excep. 
tionally fine target to anyone 
bont upon the destruction of this 
Colony or tho procuring of sur- 
render, How. better could any 
enemy strike a blow than at a) 
fortresn’ water, overy bit as 


vital as guns and’ ammunition 
when it. comes to prolonged 
action? It will be recognised, 
then, that the time may come’ 
for Hongkong Island to preserve 
what water it possesses in its 
reservoirs against a time when 
the supply from Kowloon may 
be restricted or cut off. This 
should be another phase of the 
defence scheme, and it is prob- 
able, though not officially made 
known, that such a plan exists. 

Water in war, as Kipling has 
made clear and a good many 
thousands of old soldiers «and 
sailors will testify, is better 
than beer as a beverage, More 
than ever, in times of bombard- 
ment, water is necessary for the 
proper sanitation of a city. How 
essential it would be in prevent- 
ing tho spread of fircs started 
by incendiary bombs, particular- 
ly In such crowded areas as 
Hongkong possesses, no-one 
needs be told. 

A story is told of the war in 
Mesopotamia in 1917 when a 
stricken Turkish post sent a 
message to the lines behind: 
“We have neither food nor am- 
munition. There fs not 1 man 
unwounded.. But. we can hold 
this point another day if you 
can send us water.” It must be 
supposed that the garrison com- 
mander anticipated that am- 
munitfon would come along with 
the goatskins,

The Chinese claim that the releas 
of Richards without trial would c: 
lish a dangerous precedent, for in- 
aistence by the British authorities of 
extra-territoriality rights for subjects 
suspected of esplonaye would pave 
the way for wholesale esplonage by 
subjects of foreign countrics enjoying, 
extra-territoriuiity, who would be 
secure fn the ‘protection afforded by 
their nationallty, ; 

The Telegraph. understands — that 
the Chinese authorities will be will- 
ing to ‘release Richards if the Hong- 
kong authorities will take action 
similtar to that which would be taken 
if an allen were suspected of esplon- 
age in British territory in wor-time. 

It Js understood that no such action 
can be taken by the Hongkong au- 
thorities. If Chinese allegations that 
Richards ‘is ‘guilty of espionage arc 
correct it appears that the only actlon 
that can be taken by the Hongkong 
Government. |s'under a regulaton 
which. prohibits subversive activities 
against a nation’ friendly to Great 
Britain.
